McOIII was the first Canadian Univer- 
sity to organize a contingent. In Oc- 
tober, 1(112, a mass meeting was held, 
Dr. Peterson, in the chair, and fifty 
men enrolled. Since then the Corps 
has grown and is now a strong organ- 
ization. 

Tile Corps is open to all Hrltlsh sub- 
jects In attendance at McGill Univers- 
ity. 

The cost of uniforms, arms and 
equipment Is borne by the .Militia De- 
partment, the uniforms etc., being the 
property of the Corps. 

The time required for the Coriw Is 
Iwo hours per week from October 1st 
to March 31nt one hour being for drill 
anil one hour for theoretical Instruction 
i Wednesdays and Fridays 5 to ti p.m.)

His statement gives an Idea of 
the sort of work that is being carried 
ton among the students ot" Ceylon. 

"The whole of April was spent out lit 
s country place working on the Singha- 
lese language and 1 was able to make 
considerable progress. As it was about 
4,000 feel above sea level tho time spent 
there miuhl also be 'ailed vacation. In 
May 1 was compelled to lake one week 
off on account of malaria and spent Uie 
remainder of the time at the language, 
in correspondence. In organization, anil 
in supervision of the Kandy Associa- 
tion. Then on the 29tll of May 1 start- 
ed on the motor-bicycle for a two 
month's absence to the north of the 
Island and on the first day rode for 
19 miles in a rainfall or 5.SS Indies, as 
the South-West Monsoon had chosen 
that day on which to break. 

Since coming to Jaffna l have bepn 
fully engaged in an attempt to reorgan- 
ize and revitalize the city work here. 
Although Jaffna is a city of 10.000 
people with a Christian percentage 
of fifteen. probably the largest 
of and city In Ceylon or India 
yet these seem scattered about so much 
and the conservative elements seem so 
strong that so far our association work 
has never found ferlile ground In which 
to take root. No one unfamiliar with 
conditions In an Eastern city like this. 
Which in realty is not a city at all but 
an overgrown town, can easily imagine 
the type of difficulties which confront 
one in attempting to establish a new 
organization in Its midst and have that 
organization flourish. One Is first of 
all told that there is no need for such 
an organization here as the young met) 
get all (he spiritual help they need 
from the churches, the public library 
caters fully to their Intellectual re- 
quirements and for exercise they work 
In their gardens in the evenings. This

It Is charged against our present stage 
of civilization t tint it is unduly mater- 
ial. Ono w. ll-kiiown critic or Canadian 
Conditions says that the shriek of the 
railway whistk- and the atmosphere of 
Iho counting-house are too much with 
us, and that as a consequence we have 
no song tn give the world. Personally 
I think that things are greatly Improv- 
ing In this regard, and that tor the Im- 
provement we have to thank, In n large 
measure, the Universities, Hut we 
must continue to insist, In every de- 
partment 0 r work, on that atlequttlo 
foundation of general culture which is 
so desirable not only In llseir, but also 
«s a means or co-ordinating and co-re- 
lating the special studies which succeed 
It. Some or it ought, or course, to be 
acquired at school. Hut I do not like 
to hear of buys of tender years passing 
Straight from school Into the profes- 
slotial study of law and medicine to 
say nothing nl' applied science. Time I 
know Is short, and opportunity Is wait- 
ing; but if no further training is se- 
cured, before the special study Is be- 
gun, in such subjects as English, hta- 
l0 '"> onomlcs, logic and modern lan- 
guages, It will never be secured at all. 
If one subject has lo be chosen out of 
many, let H be history; there Is noth- 
ing that will so effectually counteract 
any narrowing tendencies in the profes- 
sional career of lawyer, doctor or engi- 
neer as to have a wide outlook upon 
history, And this reminds me to com- 
mend to those who are responsible for 
the general course given In our rirst 
year a little book Just published at ox- 
ford, entitled The Living Past.

rpHE'ltE are few national institutions of 
1 more vojuc and Interest to the coun- 
try than the Itoyal .Military College of 
Canada. Notwithstanding t his. Its objeo 
and the work It Is aecumidlsliing are no 
sufficiently understood by the gener 
public. 

The College Is a Government Institution 
designed primarily for the purpose of glv 
Iiik instruction In all branches of military 
science to cadets and officers of the Can- 
adian .Militia.

Whilst the College Is organized nn 4 
strictly military basis the cadets receive

jects essential to a sound jnodern educa 
tlon. 

The course Includes a thorough. groui 
Ing in Mathematics, Civil KiiglnWl. 
Surveying. Physics, Chenvistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
lures of lb" course, and, In addition, tho F 
ti nstunl practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
1 onlth itnd excellent physical condition. 

Confnilsslons in all brunches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

Tho diploma of graduation is considered 
by the authorities conducting the exam!- 
nation tor Dominion Land Surveyor to oe 
equivalent to a university degree, and by 
tho Regulations of the Law Society of 
Ontario, it obtains the same exemptions 
as a B.A. degree. 

The length or the course Is three years, 
In three tenus of 9% months each. 

The total cost of the course, Including 
board, uniform, Instructional material 
.•nil all extras. Is about !SO0„_. 

The annual itmpetitlve examination 
admission to the College, takes place

Every great institution of learning must necessarily exert a cer- 
tain influence on the country in wh ich it is situated, and more espe- 
cially on the community immediately surrounding it. Oxford is an 
example of this. It has been said, whether truly or not, that what 
Oxford thinks to-day England will think in twenty years. Although 
this is evidently an exaggeration of the facts', there is no doubt that 
many of the leading thinkers of the country are located in the differ- 
ent universities, from which places they exert an influence which is 
felt in all quarters. 

Even now, although McGill is, comparatively speaking, only in 
her infancy as a University, there are already indications of her oc- 
cupying the same position in Canada that Oxford does in England.

Among other important subjects of dis- 
cussion were Dominion anil Provincial 
legislation affecting labor, the eight- 
hour day, workmen's compensation, 
the Industrial Disputes Act, payment 
of wanes on railways fortnightly, the 
abolition of election deposits and the 

making of election day a holiday. 

The prominence that hus been given 
In the press to this year's session of the 
Congress and Hie Increased interest in 
its deliberations everywhere, go to 
shew that Canada's labor parliament Is 
looming largi r each year as a big rnc- 
tor In tin* économie and political desti- 
nies of the country.
